It need not lie conclusively presumed 
that because of a long-continued quiet 
the Nkw.s was never to be asked to gii 
me space again, for a word or two with 
the good people of my native town and 
county about -well, there It ig!

There is not much need of local iiol- 
itics in the District of Columbia, and the 
field of national politics ig well enough 
covered by the daily press. What I 
mean by local politics not being much 
needed here is this: The constitution 
of the Ciiited States provides that the 
District of Columbia shall Ik) under the 
exclusive control of Congress. Prior to 
1S7S, there was a city government, with 
mayor, aldermen, common council and 
all the other adjunct* to a city's control 
and the taxpayer's woes, generally found 
in our almost uniformly ill-governed 
American cilies. Since the date alsive 
mentioned the District has lieen con- 
trolled by a Board of Commissioners, 
and the people of the District are totally 
lisfranchised. In the appointment of 
the Commissioners, the President must 
appoint one from each of .the two gruat 
parties, while the third must be selected 
from the regular army, and lie of the 
rank of Colonel. These three commis- 
sioners constitute the political anomaly 
rd a triple-headed executive. 

It would seem that outside ol interest 
in a general way in national poUtfea, 
political feeling would be unknown here; 
but strangely enough, it is far otherwise. 

Since the two parties have admitted 
the territories and this District intc 
national conventions, the selection of 
delegates has been attended with the 
most intense and hitter political contests. 
Both parties — Republicans and Demo- 
crats—had contesting delegates at Min- 
neapolis and Chicago. Since the nomi- 
nations, lioth factions of each party have 
held ratification nie-'tings. So, whether 
the wings of both flap together in har- 
mony, or not, it may safely be concluded 
that no when, else have the two distin- 
guished gentlemen, who both expect to
